Kefauver Says 
Machine Politics 
on Way Out 


St. Louis, Nov. 14 —(/P)— Sen. 
Estcs Kefauver (D-Tenn) declared 
last night thai political bossism in 
America will be practically extinct 
within 50. years. 


Speaking at a Y.M.H.A. forum, 
the Tennessee senator said sever- 
al 'supposedly impregnable--ma- 
chines have been smashed or se- 
verely damaged." He mentioned 
the ' Kelly-Nash 
combination 
in 
Chicago, Mayor Curley in Boston, 
E. H. Crump in Tennessee, 
and 


the Hague machine in New Jer- 
sey." 


"Machine control in Kansas City 
isn't going to last very long cither," 
Kefauver said. He added he thought 
the Democratic, organization there 
had little popular support and was 
being shaken by the current grand 
jury-investigations. 


Kefauver said the South in par- 
ticular is "advancing out of the 
darkness of machine politics." 


He spoke in detail of his victory 
over 
a candidate supported by 
Crump in the 1948 primaries.

appeared in court today for trial 
on .charges of conspiring to spy for 
Russia. The trial was delayed but 
was expected to begin late in the 
day. 


Federal Judge Sylvester J. Ryan 


was named to preside, but he had 
to clean up other litigation before 
he could take up the case. 


Miss Coplon, 
28, walked 
into 
court briskly wearing 
a 
smart 


brown outfit. The courtroom is the 
same in which 
the 
nine-month 
trial of the 11 convicted communist 
leaders was held. 


Gubitchev, who sat in the front 
row and did not look at Miss Cop- 
Ion, repeated his refusal to accept 
counsel. He has repeatedly refused 
to accept the services o£ a iourt- 
appointed lawyer. 


The 
diminutive 
Miss 
Coplon, 
former employe of the department 
of justice, already is under sen- 
tence of 40 months to 10 years in 
prison. She was ionviited in Wash 
ihgion last summer of being a spy 
for Russia.

The young editor who assassinated 
Mohandas K. Gandhi and the man 
vvho told him to do it were sprung 
simultaneously through a gallows 
trap at the Ambala central jail 
this morning. Their bodies were 
cremated immediately afterward.

A witness to the execution, which 


ended a two-year-legal battle fol- 
lowing Gandhi's assassination in a 
New Delhi garden Jan. 30, 1948, 
said the two men thanked their 
jailors for their kindness and asked

Godse the 26-year-old editor" of 
the Poona Daily, had fired the shot 
that killed Gandhi as he walked to 
prayer in front of hundreds of his 
followers. Apte, the publisher of 
the newspaper, was executed for 
leading the plot. Four other men 
received sentences of life impri- 
sonment for participation in the 
plot while a fifth was acquitted.
